— The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended August 15, 1908, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 17.9 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in Drogheda, 
viz, 4.1, and the highest in Clonmel, viz, 35.9 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended August 15, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 13.4 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The high- 
est rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 19.3, and the lowest 
in Paisley, viz, 5.2 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 471, including measles 3, scarlet fever 2, 
enteric fever 2, diphtheria 3, and 18 from whooping cough. 

Spain — Huelva. — Month of July, 1908. Estimated population, 
24,000. Total number of deaths, 79, including enteric fever 1, mea- 
sles 3, whooping cough 3, and 2 from tuberculosis. 

Seville.— Month of July, 1908. Estimated population, 148,315. 
Total number of deaths, 361, including enteric fever 3, scarlet fever 3, 
measles 1, diphtheria 1 , and 64 from tuberculosis. 

West Indies — Curasao. — Two weeks ended August 21, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 30,400. Total number of deaths, 23.
